Gnllty of Treason 


A Cape Town special says there was 


an extraordinary scene in the last ses- 
sion of the asembly. During the de- 
bate on the registration of voters Cecil 
Rhodes who hitherto deprecated the 
possibility of hostilities, repeated the 
statement that several members had 
accepted money for electioneering pur- 
poses from the Transvaal government. 
The statement 
caused a sensation. 


Later Rhodes, on the same bill, indicat- 
ed that some members had practically 
been guilty of treason and were sup- 
porters of the ministerial party who 
lived entirely on offal, and were noth- 
ing more than political scavengers. 


More Dum (Sum Bullets 


Cape Town, Sept. 23—An Afrikander 


organ commenting on the British cab- 
inet meeting heads its article, "More 
demands, more troops, more dum dum 
bullets." It says there is no casus belli, 
but the British troops on the border 
are likely to make one, and hopes the 
Afrikanders protest will be heeded be- 
fore it is too late. 
Cape Colony Will Probably Fall In 


iitne at the Laat Moment 


r/ondon, Sept. 23.—The Johannesburg 


correspondent of The Morning- Post 
says: 
It is asserted here that an un- 


derstanding exists in Pretoria that the 
Cape Colony government will, at the last 
moment, declare in favor of the Trans- 
vaal. 
It is reported that fresh arrests 


of journalist* and outlander leaders are 
imminent in Johannesburg. 


The Cape Town correspondent of The 


Daily Chronicle says: I have the best 
authority for the statement~that the 
Orange Free State unanimously resolved 
to assist the Transvaal against British 
aggression. 


The Pretoria correspondent of The 


Daily Chronicle says: 
I am positively 


informed that when the raad discussed 
the last dispatch, a majority favo*ed th? 
five-years' 
franchise. 
~. Iner's fresh 


demands had an electric effect on the 
raad, however, even those who favored 
the outlanders directing President Kru- 
ger to take his present course. 


A dispatch from Cape Town says that 


the Berkshire battalion will be move'd 
today from King Williams Town to the 
Orange Free State border, apparently 
in response to President Steyn's speech 
at the opening of the raad. 


The Transvaal go\'ernment denies that 


State Attorney Smuts has informed Mr. 
Greene that further British mobiliza- 
tion will be regarded as an unfriendly 
act. 


State Secretary Reitz says that when 


martial law is proclaimed it will apply 
to the whole country. 


Mr. Reitz has replied to an application 


made by certain outlanders to remain 
in Johannesburg in the event of war that 
all who desire may do so. 


Commandant General Joubert, reply- 


ing to numerous requests on the part of 
journalists for permission to accornpany 
the commands, said that applications 
were premature. 


A green book has been issued! at Pre- 


toria containing the report of State At- 
torney Smuts to the government on the' 
pour parlers between himself and the 
British diplomatic agent, Mr. Greene, 
leading to the conditional five years,' 
franchise proposal. 


Mr. Smuts asserts that the proposal 


was the result of a private discussion 
and an arrangement that both govern- 
ments, should informally decide about 
the offer and its acceptance before the 
offer shoul'd be formally submitted. JTe 
also contends that the exact draft of thp 
offer was wired to Mr. Milmr, and that 
the imperial government s^iit a dispatch 
to M'- Orison" which 
th» 
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( ti'ould pi'obituli have Immediately 'a,c- 
j cepted the invitation to a joint com- 


mission of inquiry regarding th» seven 
years' proposal. He also denies that he 
promised Mr., Groenc that the npw 
members of the raad would be allowe'd 
to speak English. All )ie said '>n 'Ma 
subject, he declares, was that the matter 
would easily settle Itself; and he shows 
that, In the telegram to Mr. Milncr, no 
mention was made of this subject. 


President Kruger has been In tele- 


graphic conference with President Rteyn, 
regarding the situation and the decision) 
of the raad of the Orange Free State is 
awaited with Interest. 


Large numbers of Germans, French- 


men, Hollanders and Americans at Pre- 
toria have offered their serf Ices to Com- 
mandant General Joubert in the event 
of hostilities. The elder burghers still 
fall to see thf grounds of a casus belli, 


; but, if Mr .Chamberlain makes what 


they would characterize as "humiliating 
demands," such a», for Instance, dis- 
armament, war would be Inevitable. 
Jtjs understood that the secret aesjiop 


or •me' raaa of the Orange Free Stale 
will continue until the beginning of next 
week. 


The government, it is understood', has 


cabled Mr. Mim-er a message in accord- 
ance with the cabinet's decision, as out- 
lined in The Pall Mall Gazette. It is 
said that the message also protests 
strongly against the accusation of ba8 
faith on the part of Mr. Greene. 


In the meantime no active steps will 


be taken to send an army corps to South 
Africa, but preparations of a general 
kind will continue quietly for the dis- 
patch of a large army under General Sir 
Redvers Buller, should President Kru- 
ger decline to avail himself of the fur- 
ther opportunity now given for a eom- 
promise. 


The Pall Mall Gazette's story of the 


cabinet meeting, which is believed to 
be correct, is as follows: 


The comparatively short duration of 


the council warrants the conclusion that 
rothing of supreme'importance was de- 
cided at it, and such we believe to be the 
fact. 
Information in our posession is 


to the effect that it was an interim cab- 
inet summoned to consideraninterimdis- 
patch. 
It is believed that this paper, 


which met with the unanimous approval 
of Mr. Chamberlain's colleagues, will be 
published as soon as received by- the 
Boer government, on Monday, or at t'-- 
latest Tuesday. 


According to The Pall Mall Gazette, 


the dispatch opens with an expression 
of regret at the unfavorable character of 
Secretary Reita's last reply, and pro- 
ceeds with a very firm insistence upon 
the repudiation of the claim 
of 
the 


Transvaal to the status of a sovereign 
state, once more pointing out British 
readiness to settle at on.ce the nature 
of the proposed, arbitration 
tribunal, 


provided the other British conditions are 
promptly and unreservedly accepted', 
concluding with the intimation that the 
imperial government is now engaged in 
drawing up its own terms, and that the 
Transvaal may expect to hear from them 
very shortly. 


The Pall Mall Gazette says that aa- 


other meeting of the cabinet will take 
place next Thursday or Friday, -when 
the issues will be presented in a more 
serious shape. 


A St. Petersburg dispatch says: Be- 


lieving that war between Great Britain 
and the Transvaal is imminent, most of 
the Russian newspapers make no at- 
tempt to conceal their sympathy with 
the Boers. 


The Novoe Vremya raises the question 


of the maintenance of the Suez canal as 
an international waterway, if the whole 
of East Africa, from Cairo to the Cape 
of Good Hope, is to be formed' into a 
compact British colony. 


The Novosti comments in bitter terms 


upon "England's 
grab policy," and 


warns her that the war would not be a 
triumphal march.

"In the i-Oiucnuoii held Thuisclai. al- 


leged to be a convention ot" the .Demo- 
cratic party of Massachusetts, my name 
was presented and accepted as a nom- 
inee for the office of state auditor. If, in 
the course of the arbitrary and despotic 
conduct of the proceedings following the 
announcement of the list of nominees, 
I had been guen an opportunity to do 
so, I should have declined the nomina- 
tion on the spot. Having- been refused 
recognition I am compelled to forward 
a declination by mail. 


"While very grateful 
to those who 


selected my name for the nomination 
and to the convention for accepting the 
same. I am not sensible of any particular 
honor conferred thereby. On the con- 
trary, as the nomination places me in 
more or less direct association with the 
authors of Thursday's -n icked perversion 
of Democratic principles, I am compelled 
tQ regard it as a-disgrace. 


"The control of the Democratic or- 


ganization in this commonwealth has 
been obtained by an element which in 
the beginning stood for loyalty to Will- 
iam Jennings Bryan and the chi"-9tro 
platform, and =s such was cntiti^il (•« 
the support of all Democrats who i\ ere 
faithful to the regenerated party. 


"The example of Democracy's great 


national leader in relying solely on the 
sense of justice among the people and 
discountenancing 
the intrigues and 


sharp practices of the unscrupulous poli- 
tician, was one which the Democratic 
organization in this state was in duty 
Bound to follow if it aimed to gain and 
hold public confidence. There would 
have been no occasion for abandoning 
this position at the present time were it 
not for the apprehensions of individuals 
whose political fortunes are staked upon 
Democratic success in 1900. The belief 
has been growing among Democrats that 
much of the energy expended in recent 
times in maintaining a strong state or-

"With a test imposed such as the state 


committee prescribed it was doubtful if 
the districts would be bound by it, and 
to set the doubt at rest they were de- 
barred from the usual and) Democratic 
method of expressing their preferences.

FAVORABLE 


Advices From Leading Markets Show a Pros- 


perous Condition of Trade. 


New York, Sept. 23.—Bradstreef s says: 


Satisfactory trade and price conditions 
apparently still reign. 
So few, in fact, 


are the reports of poor trade, that fa- 
vorable repo'rts may be said to be almost 
unanimous. 
An expanded volume of 


fall trade is indicated by the aggregate 
of bank clearings for the week, though 
reports from some markets point to the 
greatest rush being: over. 
Prices, as a 


rule, maintain all their former strength, 
decreases being few and relatively un- 
important. In several lines, notably th» 
cereals, cotton, petroleum, iron and steel, 
the tendency has been toward higher 
levels. 
Cotton has been notably strong 


and active. 
Short crop estimates are 


becoming more generally current. 


Steady demand for export and con- 


fidence in all of this year's wheat crops 
being needed have proved stimulating 
in the face of heavy receipts, and ad- 
mittedly large present supplies. Pos- 
sibility of war in the Transvaal, too, has 
been 
an 
additionally strengthening 


feature. 


The scarcity of beef cattle is reflected 


in still higher prices* a-nd strength is 
shown in domestic hides, which also feel 
the impetus' of steady demand 
from 


manufacturers of leather. 
No signs of 


abatement in the sugar war are to be 
seen: price cutting is active, and pnees 
demoralized. Other groceries, however, 
are firm, as are most otner lines. 


Most lines of Manufacturing return 


strikingly good reports, notably in this 
respect being cotton and woolen goods. 
Complaints of backward deliveries of 
cotton goods are common, while in wool- 
en goods a number of mills report their 
order books filled for spring delivery, and 
have \\ ithdrawn from the market. Won! 
is higher at London, and sympathetically 
stronger here, and- expectations of a 
good export trade for fine grades of do- 
mestic are entertained. 


Boot and shoe manufacturing is active. 
The coal trade reflects weather and 


trade conditions in still further improved 
demand, and predictions are of further 
advances later in the season. 


Demand for lumber, though 
Inter- 


fered with by strikes at a number of the 
markets, is reported" very strong, and 
scarcity of cars and Treats is reported 
quite generally in the west. 


Business failures for the week number 


147, as compared with 182 in this week a 
year ago, and 237 in 1897.

New York, Sept. 23.— General Albert 


E>. Shaw, commander-in-chief 
of the 


G. A. R., has issued an address to the 
public, in which he says: 


"I desire to submit the following state- 


ment of facts in justification of requests 
made 10 Major General .Roe that the 
»'d?raiis h» allowed to have ihe vjght 
ot line ui the JJC-wcy parade. 
The red- 


sons given in the letter from Depart- 
ment" Commander Kay, and presented in 
person to General Roe, embodied the 
views I personally and strongly pressed 
upon him. and which should command 
the» place for the comrades in, the line in 
question. 


"I made this request, following the 


precedents of two states. First, in Chi- 
cago, at the jubilee parade, the veterans 
were accorded the right of line, and 
marched ahead of all armed troops; sec- 
ond, on the return of the Tenth regriment, 
Pennsylvania volunteers, from the Phil- 
ippines, the Grand Army of the Republic 
had the right of line at Pittsburg, fol- 
lowed by the president and governor and 
their staffs, then the national guard and 
the Tenth"regiment. After passing over 
half the route the Grand Army halted, 
formed line, dressed back to the curb 
and the whole line marched by. 


"In light of these comparatively re- 


cent parades, I could not but feel that 
the Grand Army comrades of New York, 
representatives of the greatest state in 
'he union, which sent more men than 
any other state ro preserve the nation 
from ruin, were as richly entitled to head 
the Hue of the Dewey parade as were 
the comrades of Pennsylvania to lead 
a similar civic pageant in honor of our 
Spanish-American war heroes, and I 
felt when I made the plea that the pre- 
cedent set by the state of Pennsylvania 
in having the veterans lead the line, 
President McKinley and the governor 
of the state following, was one that 
might be followed without any loss of 
dignity to those controlling the Dewey 
parade in New York. 


"The criticism made by Colonel Adams 


In reference to what he did and what he 
advised is not germane to this contro- 
versy. in view of the fact that he holds 
no office in our G., A. R., and had, nofrdel- 
egated authority to speak in its behalf. 


"The irresponsible chatter of comrade? 


holding no position in our order, and who 
cannot even remember the solemn ob- 
ligations they have taken to obey their 
superior officers, is not to be taken as 
an expression worthy of consideration. 


"1 wish to add that my only desire 


has been to stand for the honor and dig- 
nity of the Grand Army, and I know I 
shall not be blamed by fair-minded and 
patriotic citizens for doing my duty in 
this respect, as I understand it. 
It 


gives me the greatest pleasure to ex- 
tend to Governor Roosevelt my warm 
congratulations on the just and patriotic 
stand he has taken in behalf of the aging 
veterans of the nation, in using his in- 
fluence to have their just 
request 


granted, that they lead the parade in the 
city of New York in honor of the great 
Admiral Dewey, 
thus assuring our 


newest veterans that when they grow 
old in their turn they shall not be the 
tail of any public procession. 


"I would hav,e been proud to lead the 


head of th» line, as was done by a com- 
rade In the Plltsburj parade, and in the 
A.rion one at Chicago, for I believe ths 
New York volunteers of 1S61 to 1865 were 
the peers of any volunteers that ever 
stood forth for the nation. 


"As Commander Kay says in his let- 


ter to Genera.! Roe 'In their own time 
and in their own way the Grand Army of 
the Republic, as representatives of the 
veterans of the Civil war, will render the 
homage that they feel for their comrade 
and great admiral, George Dewey.' " 


At Friday's meeting of the Dewey plan 


and scope committee, General Roe made 
the following statement: 
"In order 


that there may be no misunderstanding, 
I wish to make this statement in refer- 
ence to the declination of the Grand 
Army of the Republic to take part in 
the Admiral Dewey land parade : 


"On my representation, at my instiga- 


tion, and on my resolution, I was au- 
thorized by this committee to extend an 
invitation to the Grand Army o£ the 
Republic of Greater New York to take 
part in the parade, by having a certain 
number of men selected from each post 
forming a battalion or regiment accord- 
ing to the number. At the request of a 
prominent Grand Army man, I asked 
General O. O. Howard to take command 
of this body, being jv'wured that thig-rfa's 
agreeable to th». state commander. At 
an interview between tn*e state com- 
mander, several members of the G. A. R. 
and myself, I understood that the selec- 
tion of General Howard was agreeable. 
At this same interview I informed them 
that the Grand Army would1 be assigned 
a position with the unarmed organiza- 
tions. 


"One of the members of the Grand 


Army present agreed with me that that 
was their natural place, and the other 
members expressed no dissatisfaction. 
At a later interview practically a de- 
mand w-as made that the Grand Army 
should have the right of the Une'or head 
of the column. Colonel Goulden stating 
that it was the sentiment of the G. A. R. 
that if they could not have the lead they 
would not parade. I called their atten- 
tion to the fact that it was a city affair, 
and that that position was not their 
proper one, and said 'positively and aB- 
eolutely the Grand Army cannot have 
the head of the column,' whereupon they 
retired. 


"At another interview the commander- 


in-chief stated that he thought General 
Howard should not command the Gra:id 
A i n u . He then asked if T 'nould allyrv 
t. oicked body of 300 Giaud Army nifn 
sft«d himself to have the head o£ 'Vic 
column. I answered: 'I positively juvi 
absolutely will not authorize any por- 
tion of the Grand AcmKiobeatthehead 
of the column.' Subsequently I received 
the letter of declination. 


"At nearly every interview I stated 


that the Grand Army could be assigned 
on the boulevard at Fifty-ninth street, 
near the Columbus statue, going to that 
position when they preferawl and taking; 
their proper position In Ike column »t 
the proper time, halting the ex-Con- 
federates and ex-volunteers of the Span- 
ish-American war at that point to all*>v 
them to get into their place, thus having 
probably over 3000 men behind them. 


"I have taken the position from the 


beginning that the day was emphatically 
a. navy.day^ that Admiral pewey and 
ttlion of thVtflymnU 'should be in 


lead with nothing whatever to debract." 


The committee decided unanimously 


to approve the action taken by General 
Roe. 


Governor Roosevelt has telegraphed 


General Roe from Utlca as follows: "If 
the matter IB one purely for the city au- 
thorities and in which I have no power, 
then of course I withdraw 
y former 


telegram. I had understood .hat Cen- 
tral Roe was acting as major general of 
the national guard in the management 
of the parade, and In that event I, of 
course, had the power to direct that the 
veterans be given the right of the Urns 
and accordingly did it. If, however, as 
appears to be the case, it is a matter 
purely for the city officials, I, of course, 
have nothing to say and no advice to 
five."

Have ready a sauce made-by 
wo'rking- a teaspoonful each of mincrd 
parslei' and of lemon-juice into t\vo table- 
spoonfuls of butter. Sprinkle the toma- 
toes with pepper and salt, put the sauce 
on them, let them stand, covered in the 
open oven or plate-warmer, a couple of 
minutes, or until_ the butter is melted, 
and serve. 


TOMATOES AND FA 
CON. 


Prepare tomnloes as in tlT*. preceding 


recipe, oiiiiui'is Hio sane0. Keep tbi Hi 
hot while you broil or I'ty thin slice* of 
bacon to a delicate crisp. Arrange ih'j 
tomatoes on a dish, lay a slice or two of 
the bacon on each piece of the tomato, 
pepper lightly and serve. This is an ex- 
cellent breakfast dish. 


If for any reason it is not convenient 


to broil the tomatoes, they may be fried 
in butter or in olive oil, drained dry and 
served in the same fashion. 
TOMATOL'S AND POACHED EGGS. 


Cook tomatoes by either of the preced- 


ing- recipes, or stew them until tender. 
If you do the latter, strain off the thin, 
watery liquor that comes from them 
in cooking1, and set it aside for sauces or 
for seasoning-. Make of the thick por- 
tion of the tomato a layer in the bottom 
of a platter, seasoning to taste with pep- 
per and salt, and if desired, with a fe\v 
drops sof onion juice, make all very hot 
and lay on the bed thus prepared, care- 
fully poached eggs. If fried esss are 
preferred, they may be substituted. Dust 
them with a little salt and pepper, and 
serve at once. 


CREAMED TOMATOES. 


Cut firm tomatoes into thick slices, and 


fry them until tender in a couple of table- 
spoonfuls of butter. Have ready a cup- 
ful of white sauce made by cooking- to- 
gether a tab'lespoonful each of butter 
and flour to the bubbling-point, and then 
pouring- upon them a half-pint of milk 
—or, better still, a. half-pint of mingled 
milk and cream. 
Cook, stirring con- 


stantly until the sauce thickens, dish the 
tomatoes and turn the sauce upon theim, 
after seasoning- them suitably with pep- 
per and salt. 


TOMATO FRITTERS. 


Make a batter of a cupful of flour, a 


cupful of water, a tablespnonfnl of but- 
ter, a saltspoonful of sale and the white 
of an egg1. Tho « at or should be just T\ arm 
onoush to melt th" butter, blit not hot. 
Stir the two into the sifted and salted 
flour, mixing carefully, and lastly, heat 
in the whipped white of an usff. Into the 
batter thus made dip rather thick slices 
of peeled tomatoes, and fry in deep, hot 
fat to a light, delicate brown. The to- 
matoes may bo sprinkled with salt and 
pepper before dipping them in the batte'% 
or the fritters may be seasoned after they 
are cooked. 


CURRIED TOMATOES. 


Put into a frying-pan a heaping tsble- 


spoonf ul of butter and half a small onion, 
grated. Cook until the latter begins to 
brown—about t\vo minutes 
and stir in 


a scant teaspoonful of curry powder. In 
this fry thick slices of tomato until ten- 
der, sprinkle with salt and serve. 


Another method of preparing curried 


tomatoes is to cook them by the recipe 
gi\-en for creamed tomatoes, adding :i 
tcaspoonful of curry powder to 
the 


cream sauce and pouring this over the 
fried tomatoes. 
TOMA.TOKS STUFFED WITH MEAT. 


Select large, llrm lomaloes. cut off

TO MAKE JELLY. 


Generally cut up the fruit into small 


bits, and nearly cover with water. It 
will de-pcnd on the fruit -whether m,ore 
or loss v,atcr should be used. Cover the 
kettle and boil slowly until the fruit is 
broken to pieces. Put the fruit, juice and 
all, in a. "Oarse bag, hanging: the same in 
a \\arin i>],i< .„• t" .illoiv thy juice to drip. 
Tov,aid ib" Jar-t if the dr-'ping- tak«! 
' n o spoon.-, rtiKl PI'WSS Very lightly on ihe 
sides of tiic bas to 1'oicc the rcuidining- 
juice throush. Do not be too economi- 
cal about setting out every bit of the 
juice, for the more you squeeze it the 
cloudier the jelly will be when finished. 
Measure the juice, and to every pint al- 
low one pound of sugar; put the juiceon 
the fire, and after it begins to boil, let it 
continue to do so for just twenty min- 
utes. Do not co~\ er the juice, and do 
not let it boil too hard. Skim frequently. 
At the same time you put the juice on 
place the sugar in a pan in the oven to 
heat; stir it up frequently from the bot- 
tom; 
should it brown a little on top it 


•n ill not harm it. When the time of boil- 
ing is up, throw the sugar into the boil- 
ing juice, stirring constantly. It will 
hiss as it falls in, and melt at once. Let 
the jelly just come to a boil and dip out. 
Have ready a heated pitcher with a 
pieee of cheese cloth, wet in hot water 
over the top. Put each dipperful of the 
jelly through this strainer, it will run 
through like water, and if the cloth is as 
hot as 3-ou can wring it out of the water 
there will be no waste of the jelly. Have 
the jelly glasses standing ill a pan of hot 
water: take out, d'rain a minute, and 
turn the jelly in from the pitcher. Fill 
the glasses full and set away to cool. 
If these rules are followed out, no ona 
need have poor or cloudy jelly. If it 
seems not quite as solid the next day as 
desired, set the glasses in the sun, and it 
will shrink to any desired consistency. 
Seal the top of the glasses over with 
white paper. Use only the best white 
granulated sugar. Loaf sugar is better 
still if one can afford it. 


BREAD-AKD-BUTTER PUDDING. 
Bu! tor thin slices of bread sufficient to 


two-thirds fill a two-quart pttdriin:: 
dish. V.iui'T il'e dish thickly wirh cold, 
butler an-l put in » la\ i-r oC briMd. sprin- 
kle over it a lilllc cinnamon and s;iat- 
ed nutmeg- and add a generous lajcr nf 
raisins, and so on until the bread is 
used. Cover with milk and let it stand 
over night or several hours. Then drain 
off the milk which the bread has not ab- 
sorbed, and add to it four og-gs, well 
beaten, three-quarters of a cup of sugar, 
and half a tcaspoonful of salt. Pour 
this into the dish, press the bread down 
several times.then add enough more milk 
to fill nearly to the top of the dish. Bake 
in a moderate oven three hours, cover it 
at first, but do not stir it. 


BRAISED LAMB'S LIVER. 


Trim, wash and dry a lamb's liver. 


Lard it well \\iih salt pork, and dredge 
with salt and pepper. Tn a d?ep pan put 
layers of thinly sliced carrots and on- 
ions (two good sized ones of each), a 
stalk of parsley, one of celery, and a 
clove. On this lay the prepared liver, 
pour into the pan one cupful of boiling- 
water or stack, cover closely and place in 
a moderate oven for two hours and a 
half. Thicken the gravy and serve with 
it. serving the vegetables in a separata 
dish.

JOHN L. BATES. 


Mr. Bates came of a good ancestry, 


tracing his line back to John Rogers, 
one of the early English martyrs. Hia 
father, like his grandfather, one of the 
best known itinerants of the Methodist 
connection, Rev. Lewis B. Bates, D. D., 


I of Boston, was a direct descendant of 


Clement Bates, who came over in the 
Elizabeth in 1635, settling in what is now 
Hingham. 


The speaker was born Sept. 18, 1S59, 


and'folio wing the migrations of th« fam- 
ily from one preaching place to another, 
attended school in Millville, New Bed- 
ford, Chelsea and Boston, graduating

While attending Boston University, 
and during the yeans of his post-gradu- 
ate course in its 2aw school, Mr. "Bates 
during- vacations served as teacher 
in the Boston evening schools. Fof & 
year after his s^a-dua '.ion. 1882, he taught 
school in Jamestown. N. T, His indus- 
try was sue!' that he coi/ered the three 
years' course at the Boston University 
law school in two years, graduating in 
1885 "with honor," b'eirog admitted to the 
Suffolk bar, and at once began the estab- 
lishment of a successful practice. 


It was inevitable thai a man of Mr. 


Bates' profound conviction and personal 
ability should eventually take an inter- 
est in politics. In 1891 he was elected 
a member of the Boston common coun- 
cil, a place which has served as a train- 
ing school for some of the most famous 
men of Massachusetts, including several 
governors, the late Chief Justice of th« 
supreme court, and many others in high 
positions. He began his legislative ser- 
vice as representative from the first 
Suffolk district in 1894. being placed upon 
the committee on insurance, and also 
upon a special legal committee which 
prepared the revision of the corporation 
laws. Very early in the session of that 
year Mr. Bates' kbility as an orator be- 
came manifest, and from that time his 
voice was frequently heard., his speaking 
abilities being exercised with rare Judg- 
ment and discretion. 


In his second year.he -was made chair- 


man of the committee ,09 insurance, and, 
also was placed upon the newjy created 
committee on metropolitan affairs. In 
his third year he continued to be ari>em- 
ber of the latter committee, and was 
made chairman on bills in the third read-

did not take the members 6t ths House of 
that year long to. discover that not only 
was he absolutely certain op questions 
of parliamentary law, and ,fully abl« to 
maintain the order which is necessary 
for the transaction'of business, buVthat 
he had an easy, rapid style of dispatch- 
ing matteirs before the House. At the 
close of that session, it was almost cer- 
tain that Mr. Bates wo'uld become the 
next speaker ef the House, and on 
organization day, January, 1897, he was 
the unanimous choice of the members. 
He has twice unanimously been-re-elect- 
ed, an hoijor which has been accorded 
no other man for a half century, a,nd has 
shown such good judgment, impartiality 
and ability as a presiding officer, that 
the House is admitted to be a model for 
any deliberative body. 


Mr. Bates is affiliated with the church 


of his" father. He is a member of several 
fraternal orsanizationa, including the 
Masons> (thirty-second degree), Odd 
Fellows and the United, Order of Pilgrim 
Fathers, of which he was for three years 
supreme governor, and is nqvv a member 
of the supreme board of trustees,' He is 
past /egent of the Royal Arcanum, a 
member of the A. O. IT. W., the Order 
of the Golden Cross and the Order of 
Hepta sophs. He was 'for two years 
president of the East Boston Citizens' 
Trade Association, is a director of the 
Columbia Trust company of Bogton. a 
trustee pi the Wildey Savings bank, a 
trustee of Boston University, and holds 
numerous other positions of trust and 
honor. 


For many years Mr- Bates, owing to 


his graceful tact as an orator, personal 
popularity and wide acquaintance, has 
been in demand as a speaker on public 
and social occasions.

Forbidden to 
Leave School Grounds 


During Recess. Serving Cocoa 


and Milk 


Beginning next Tuesday a new rule 


will go into effect in Drury higrh school 
which has caused 
much discussion 


among the pupils. The time of the ses- 
sion will be slightly changed, giving- a 
longer intermission at noon, and pupils 
will be forbidden to leave the school 
building or grounds during it. In con- 
nection v, ith this uhange. milk and 
cocoa will be sold during the recess. 


The chief cause of this rule was the 


objection made by many to having the 
pupils leave the school and come down 
to the stores on Main street during the 
recess, which objection is reinforced by 
the ppinion of the teachers and school 
committee that it fs a bad thing to 
have the pupils leave the school build- 
ing during the short period when they 
are at leisure from study. 


The new system will be tried for a 


time and when its practical operation 
has been seen the school committee will 
take action on it. The new rule will 
have the school opened at S o'clock and 
last until 1, with a recess of 30 minutes, 
instead of having school called at 8.10, 
with a. recess of 20 minutes. 


Milk and cocoa will be on sale in the 


hall during this half hour recess, and 
girls of the school will be appointed to 
serve it. The prices to the pupils will 
be four glasses of milk or three cups 
of cocoa for 10 cents, and tickets will 
be sold. 


Pupils will be forbidden to leave the 


school premises during the recess, un- 
less they live within a very short dis- 
tance of the school and are excused at 
the written request of the parent^ in 
order that they may taJce lunch at 
home.

the inclosure. 
It is a huge bird. 


weighing some 400 pounds, is pugna- 
cious In disposition and thinks it can 
whip anything In sight. 


Some of the negroes living near the 


farm have cast longing eyes at the fat 
pheasants, thinking they would be 
equal to juicy turkeys. 
The other 


night, says the New York Sun, some 
of them crept into the inclosure and 
got near the pheasants' cage before 
Napoleon observed them. Then with a 
shrill, harsh hiss the bird raised us 
wings and rushed at them.

miral Montijo's fleet. Admiral Dewey 
said to me m conversation: 


"I was maintaining a strict blockade 


of Manila and had to know, of course, 
the character and identity of every ves- 
sel that entered the bay. The fact that 
a ship flew tb«> ftprmnn flag was no 
proof that she was really German. 
Consecniently when any craft came in- 
to the bay or moved about in it it waa 
not only my right but my duty to learn 
beyond question whether she really 
was what she appeared to ..be. 


"In carrying out my orders my com- 


manding officers acted discreetly and 
tactfully, giving no offense to the na- 
val representatives of any power ex- 
cept Germany. I do not know why 
Vice Admiral Von Diedrichs should 
have felt aggrieved. I always attrib- 
uted his protest to a lack of knowl- 
edge of international laws. This view- 
is borne out by not only the circum- 
stances of the case, bnt by his note to 
me, written after having received the 
letter in which I defined my attitude 
toward the warships of qther nations, 
as he informed me that b.e,ahauld lay 
my letter before the commanding offi- 
cers of other squadrons in the bay. He 
go) small comfort from any of them. 


"Captain Chichester, the 'senior offi- 


cer present' of the British navy, told 
him that I was cot only acting within 
my rights, but that I was entitled to a 
great deal more than I had required 
from the foreign cruisers. 


"Admiral Von Diedricbs sent his flag 


lieutenant to me with a list of com- 
plaints that he wished to make against 
the way I treated the ships under his 
command. -They had exhausted my 
patience. I had been forbearing in the 
extreme, and this-protest or complaint 
was too much. The German officer 
who brought the message was on tha 
after deck, and when I had read it I 
stepped to the door of my cabin. He 
came part way to meet me and stood 
In the doorway. As noarly as I can re- 
member my exart words -•"•ere: 


" 'What is it you want? Do you want 


war? You know what that means.- If 
you do, you can have It in five minutes. 
We are a peaceable people, but we have 
got Into a fight now and we are ready 
to go on. If necessary, we are ready 
to flght the world. You may tell Ad- 
miral Von Diedrichs that I am block- 
ading this bay, and that I shall taks 
such steps as are the right and the 
duty of the blockading officer.' " 


Admiral Dewey, referring to the ban- 


quet given by Prince Henry of Prussia 
at Shanghai, said the first toast nat- 
urally enough, was In honor of Em- 
peror William of Germany. Then the 
health of the,czar of Russia was pro- 
posed. 


"Now," said Admiral Dewey. "tho 


Russian navy was represented bv 
captains only. As I was a conii-ioi 
I outranked them, and the chief magis- 
trate of my country should have been 
toasted before their emperor. The pres- 
ident of the United States waa toasted 
later." 


The admiral said he and his officers 


thereafter abstained from attending 
entertainments at which Prince Henry 
was present, and the latter, observing 
it, came aboard the Olympia and form- 
ally apologized.
